THE PROSERPINE FRIGATE. 
——— 

AUTHENTIC JOURNAL OF THE LOSS OF THIS SHIP, 

BY ONE OF THE OFFICERS. 


Feb. 1.—At half palt fix in the morning weighed 
anchor, wind at E. by N. running down Channel ; thip 
under guidance of Dutch and Englith pilots. —T'wenty 
minutes after eight, fhip grounded, Newark light 5. 
half E. and the beacon S. by W. {truck top-mafts and 
lower yard—hove over every thing weighty about the 
thip’s decks, ftarted all the water except the ground 
tier, firing fignal guns every quarter of an hour 5 got 
the top-maft over the fide, to thore up the fhip. The 
ice on the ebb carried away all the fhores ; again hove 
over proviGions, wine, and fpirits, and all the weighty 
materials; the fhip heeling over to the bank, very hea- 
vy ice pafiing by, wind blowing hard on the lee shore, 
rendered all exertions abortive. Continued to lighten 
the hip all night, im expe€tation of getting her off in 
the morning tide—blowing and freezing very hard. 

Feb, 2.—The frigate not floating, and the ice being 
very powerful, the thip laying end on to the tide, Cap- 
tain Wallis and officers judged it neceflury to fave the 
lives Gf the people. Arrangement being made, at fif- 
teen minutes after one o’clock, the firlt divifion went 
over-board on the ice, when Lieutenant Wright, firlt 
Lieutenant, followed, with the Right Honourable Mr 
Grenville, Mr Wynne, and Mr Fither, walking on the 
ice by the compafs, till they could fee the beacon.— 
From thence took a new departure for Newark light- 
houfe. Snowing and ‘very thick weather. At three 
difcovered the L. H, At four got to Newark—a 
march of about eight miles on the ice. 

Feb. 3.—Maitcred the fhip’s company, and found 
twelve men and a boy miffing, with a woman and child, 
{uppofed to have perithed by the feverity of the weather 
One woman, who had lain-in only a 
fortnight, got fafe to Newark. 

Feb. 5.—People at Newark perceived the fhip had 
fwung round, and drifted higher upon the bank. Saw 
the colours flying, with the Union downwards, fuppof- 
ed to have been hoifted’by George Hodges, who has 
thought to have returned to the fhip for the fake of plun- 
der and liquor; as the enfign was dowa when every 
perfon had left the thip. 

Feb. 6.—Three. quarters paft fix, left Newark, with 
feventy feamen and. marines, Mr Grenville and his 
fuite, for Cuxhaven. . On getting to the river they had 
to crofs, found the ftream very rapid, and frequently 
up to their middle @ water. Lieutenant Wright was 
the lait that got over, as he went back to the aflittance 
of Mr Mafon, one of the meflengers, who was found 
fitting on the ice ; by the affiftance of two men got him 
to a village called Dooes. All experienced the moft 
intenfe cold imaginable ; many deprived of the ufe of 
their hands and feet, from remaining in the water fo 
long ; feveral of the poor failors muft have perithed if 
their officers had not made them go on. ‘They wanted 
to lic down in the water to reff themfelves ; obliged to 
cut away the few things from their backs which they 
faved in bags, to preferve their lives. Mr Grenville, 
Mr Wynne, and Mr Fither, arrived at Cuxhaven, at 
the agent’s, G. Harwards, Efq. about half paft eleven 
o’clock, having only faved the things upon their backs, 
very much exhaufted indeed—Mr Grenville faved his 
difpatches. ; 

Feb. 7.—After refting one night, Mr Grenville and 
fuite fet off for Hamburgh, on their road to Bertin. 

Feb. 8—Mr Perry, fecond lieutenant, arrived at 
Cuxhaven, with twenty-nine more men, in pretty good 
health, Mr Perry faid, Mr Anthony, the ma‘ter, had 
been tothe thip, and faved a great many of Mr Gren- 
ville’s things. As conjectured, George Hodges had 
returned to the thip, and broke open all the trunks, 
ftealing what he could carry, and malicioufly deftroying 
molt of the remaindér, by heaving them overboard, &c. 
A man, one of the failors, who was left in the fthip 
drunk, it being impoflible to get him on fhore, ufed to 
be very bufy every morning fearching for money; when 
he came from below to the Captain’s cabin, if his 
breakfaft was not ready, he would {wear and blafpheme; 
he left the fhip witlvall the money he could colleé, a- 
mounting toa confiderable fum, dreffed in the officer’s 
beft clothes, having Captain’ Wallis’s epaulets on his 
fhoulder, and a filver candleftick in his hand ; he had 
not gone far on the ice, which was loofe, before it pave 
way, and when he faw that he was going paft the hip, 
and that the piece of ice on which he was could not 
come near, he curfed the ice, the officers, and the thip ; 
and in that moment fell between two pieces of it, that 
clofed upon him—he was feen no more. . 

Feb. 10.—Sunday, the failors, by their own defire, 
attended by their officer, went to church to return thanks 
for their deliverance. After the fervice the organ {truck 
up “ Rule Britannia,’? and “ God Save the King.” 
—There is no accommodation for the poor failors ; all 
put on board the different packets, and are intended to 
be fent to England as foon as the ite breaks up ; feveral 
of them froft-bitten, one or two have loft their hands, 
and, I believe, one his leg. | Received intelligence this 
day from the Captain, who remained at Newark with 
fome of his men, very weak, that Mr Anthony, the 
matter, Mr Kent,'the fargeop, Mr Bowes, midfhipman, 
(fon of Lady Strathmore) Mr Tate, boatfwain, and two 
failors, perfifted in going once more to the fhip, though 


contrary to the Captain’s wifhes, Mr Anthony faying 


to Mr Kent, * he dare not for five guineas accompany 
them.” They all went; but not returning at night, 
and ‘it blowing hard, with the frigate not to be feen, it 
was. conjectured they all went tthe bottom. Fortu- 
nately, however, it proved not lo} for on the Sunday 
morning the Proferpine drifted from where fhe lay, with 
a ftrong eafterly wind, was carried out of the Elbe, and 
got on the ifland of Baltrom, where fhe filled with wa- 
ter, and from whence the mafter, &c.'above mentioned, 
got fave to Cuxhaven.. Captain Wallis, and the re- 
mainder of his crew, arrived at Cuxhaven on the 23d 
of February, having {taid at Newark till provifions began 
to run-very fcarce.

Ele fhould avoid there- 
fore going into unneceffary detail, and as he was ready 
to anfwer any queltion which any{Gentleman might atk, 
he fhould confine himfe!f to the refult of the figures upon 
the table. He thought proper to move the refolutions, 
that there fhould not appear any chafm upon the jour- 
nals relative to the affairs of India, but that there fhould 
appear upon record a hiftory of the affairs of India, that 
polterity might fee how the affairs of the Company 
flourifhed under the Adminiftration now adopted.— 
Having faid thus ‘much, it would be unneceflary for 
him further to detain the Houfe by ‘any preliminary ob- 
fervation. 

The Hon. Gentleman then went through an abftract 
of India affairs. 

Having now ftated the whole of the Indian and honie 
accounts, the Committe, he faid, would find, ypona 
comparifon, that the affairs of the Company in eleven 
years were more profperous by eleven millions. Ano- 
ther obje@ which prefented itfelf to obfervation was, the 
great increafe of India debt. It was true that the debt 
was much increafed, but their affairs were not therefore 
by fo much the worfe. The greater part of that debt 
had been employed in inveltinent, and therefore made 
a part of the Company’s affets in this country, which 
was thereby proportionately increafed. He neverthe- 


‘lefs admitted, that the India debt was grown much lar- 


ger than he wifhed it fhould be. It was natural that a 
large commercial body fhould with to import as much 
as pollible, and fwell their fales at home as much as 
could be done ; but it mutt alfo be confidered, that they 
were. entrufted with the management of the imperial re- 
venue of India; and that. Leadenhall-frect ought to 
make compenfation to India, either by an exportation 
of bullion, or in fome other fhape. Much as the trade 
of India already yielded, there would be no difficulty 
in increafing the trade of India, if capital could be rai- 
fed. It was a thing perfeétly clear, that the Indian 
trade was capable of great extenfion, even far beyond 
what tHe Eaft India Company ef themfelves could do. 

He had heard it fuggetied, and if true it was a fact 
for ferious deliberation, that the wealth of India, capable 
of annua! exportation’ from thence to this country, was 
to the amount of’ five millions. And if it was true that 
the capital of the Eatt India Company, applicable for 
that purpole, did not excéed two millions, it became 
the duty of thofe who had the fuperintendance of the 
pee commerce and: welfare of the empire, not to 
uffer any monopoly to eayfe three millions out of five 
to be exported from India in other than Britifh thips. 
If it could be done either by increafe of capital, or in- 
creafe of fhipping, by the Ealt India Company, and fo 
bringing over that wealth which, in the firft inttance, 
yielded a tribute to our revenue, and afterwards, by ex- 
portation to foreign kingdoms, augmented our commer- 
cial profperity, at leaft the matter required great confi- 
deration ; and he. trulted that, before the clofe of the 
prefent feflion, his Honourable Friend, who Iprefided 
over the finances of this country, would bring forward 
fome plans for the confideration of the Houfe. He did 
not think it neceffary now to add more, efpecially as he 
fhould ina fhort time have an opportunity of going 
more at large into India affairsx—He concluded “ean 
the ufual refoluticns. : 

The other orders of the day were poftponed, and the 
Houfe adjourned.
